Detroit, Mich., Sept. 6.—[Special.}—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Republican candidate for 
Vice President, opened the Republican cam- 
paign in Michigan tonight by addressing 
7,000 people in the Light Guards Armory. 


When the Rough Rider, in dark clothes, 


ng a brown campaign hat in his hand, 
entered the hall the immense building was 
packed to its utmost capacity. The people 
were looking for him, and no sooner did they 
recognize him than men and women mounted 
chairs, waved hats, handkerchiefs, um- 
brellas, and hands, while cheer after cheer 
made the girders shake. 
Some there were in the audience who could 


give the cowboy yell, and they rendered it 


with many fancy touches. Roosevelt was 
quick to acknowledge this unique salute by 
bowing and smiling as he reached the plat- 
form. 


Introduced by General Duffield. 
’ Governor Roosevelt seated himself on the 
platform. Then the cheers burst out anew. 
It was fully five minutes before comparative 
silence fe)l again upon the assembly. 
Homer Warren, chairman of the Repub- 
lican City committee, called the gathering to 


order, and Brigadier General Henry M. Dut-' 


field, who was introduced as another of the 
leaders in the Santiago campaign, presided. 
General Duffield, in a brief opening address, 


eulogistic of the speaker of the eveningy#e-'} 


marked that it was evident that one General 
Was absent—viz.; { general apathy."' The 
Democracy, said General Duffield, was be- 
fore the country on a platform of fictitious 
fears, but the only real fear on both sides 
was as to what Bryan might do if elected,

- Lincoln, which stood on a table by his side, 


the speaker raised his right hand for silence, 
as is his marked characteristic,and began. | 

He answered some of the arguments ad- 
vanced by Bryan in the campaign of 1806 
and drew somé pictures by way of contrast 
and placed them beside the prophecies of im- 
pending disaster made by the Nebraskan in 
his first campaign. 

*“] am not going to discuss the question 
raised by Mr. Bryan,” he said, “as te 
whether’ the dollar is before the man or the 
man before the dollar. The great point is 
that we have brought the man and the dollar 
together.”

his auditors’ sentiments and prolonged ap- 
plause broke the thread of the discourse 
abruptly. So it was all the way through. 


Turns Laugh on Imperialism. 

While discussing what he characterized 
as Mr. Bryan's “ bogies,” imperialism an‘ 
a standing army, circumstance helped Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt to turn a clever illustra- 
tion. 

**I see in the audience vefore me,” said 
he “five members of the regular army, 
and will it_.be too much, gentlemen,”’ he con- 
tinued, addressing the regulars, “to ask 
you to stand up?’ They stood fiveabreast 
as they had sat, a few rows from the front. 

“ Now,” éxclaimed Governor Roosevelt, 
* behold your tyrants.’’ The audience shout- 
ed with laughter. “ There are here,”’ contin- 
ued the Governor, “‘ five soldiers to 4,000 peo- 
ple in this audience, which is a larger per- 


centage of tyranny in this house than the 


percentage of the regular army bears tu the 
whole number of the people of this country.”’ 

During his speech Governor Roosevelt, in 
making an illustration, spoke of the com- 
parative police forces in the different cities 
of the United States. 

“In New York, I believe,” he said,‘ 
have more policemen in proportion than you 
have in Detroit. Perhaps it is because we

After Suffering Many Hardships

CHRISTIANIA, Sept. 6.—A telegram from 
Tromsoe, Norway, in reporting the return 
of the Stella Polare with the Duke d’ Abruz- 
zi’s arctic expedition on board, says the 
Stella Polare reached a point in latitude 86.33 
north (241 miles from the north pole), thus 
penetrating further North than Dr. Nansen's 
record. 

The Stella Polare remained fast in the ice 
for eleven months. The pressure stove in 
its sides, making a hole fifteen inches in 
breadth. The naeeste machinery was also 
damaged. 

The .members. of the expedition sinthursia 
many hardships and were compelled to eat 
their sledge dogs. A Norwegian engineer 
and two Italians, members of the expedition, 
perished. 

The news of the assassination of King 

Humbert of Italy, uncle of the Duke 
d’Abruzzi, was communicated to the Duke 
off.Hammerfest. The Stella Polare, there- 
fore, did not communicate with the shore 
there, but proceeded southwards. 
_ Dr. Nansen, who returned from his expedi- 
tion to the:arctic regions in August, 1806, 
reported that he left his vessel, the Fram, 
March 14, 1895, in 84° north latitude, and 
traversed the polar sea to a point 86° 14’ 
north, situated north of the new Siberian 
Islands. This was a point four degrees 
farther north than any previous explorer . 
had reached, but has been passed by the 
“young. Traian 


teas has been passed by the Italian Prince, 
the Duke d’Abruszi, for Nansen in 1805 
stopped 261 miles from the polé. The Duke 
carried his expedition nineteen miles farther 
and reached a point 241 miles from the pole, 
thus making a new mark, which may yet 
be beaten. by Lieutenant Peary. 

The Duke d'Abruzgzi, better known in 
Rome .as Prince Louis of Italy, sailed for 
the arctic regions on June 12, 1809. The ‘ 
Duke is a nephew of the late King Humbert 
and a consin of the present King. He ts 
an officer in the Italian navy, young (only | 
27 years old), a clever. yachtsman, an en- 
thuslastic sportsman, and.fond of athletics. 
He has always been an adventurous explor- . 
er, his ascent of Mount 8t. Elias in Alaska, in 
1807, being one of his notable achievements. 


Makeup of the Party. . 

The Duke sailed from Christiania on the 
Stella Polare, a vessel selected and equipped 
by himself. With him were Captain Um- 
berto Cagul, Count Quirni, and Dr. Cavalli- 
Molinelli, all officers of the royal navy. 

Besides the regular ship's crew of twenty 
men the Duke carried with him two strong, 
daring sallors—Cardenti.and Canepa—and 
four Alpine guides—Petigax, Olliere, Fen- 
nolliet, and Savoye. The leader of these was 
Petigax, known as the best and most famous 
of all Alpine guides. These men were in- 
tended for daring dashes over the ice, climb- 
ing, hunting, and exploring. The ship's 
crew of twenty men was made up of Ital- 
jlans and Norwegians, under command of 
Captain Evensen, who is considered in Nor- 
way the best arctfe navigator. 


Hoped to Beat Nansen. 

Before sailing from Christiania the Duke 
was reported to have declared that he would 
go farther North than Nansen did !n 1895, or 
perish in the attempt. 

He requested a statement in the press that 
these words attributed to him were pure in- 
ventions and unworthy of a serious scien- 
tific explorer. He was so much aware of the 
difficulties ahead that he naturally Jepre- 
cated all boastful prophecies. 

“TI desire,” he said, “ that my expedition 
should be called simply an expedition to ex- 
plore the arctic regions, and nothing else. 

** Every explorer had better hold his tongue 
before starting cut, and loosen it only when 
he gets back with some results.”’ | 

Nansen, who saw the departure of the ex- 
said: “The Duke is a born ex- 
plorer and a good leader. He has energy and 
patience. Like all good explorers, he does 
not intrust the smallest detail to any one 
else, but everything for the expedition passes 
through his hands. He has examined the 
cloth, tested all the provisions, and tried all 
the scientific instruments. 

“The Duke's expedition is seriously pre- 
\ pared, and is perhaps the best equipped that 
ever started North.” 


Tells of His Program. 

Before starting the Duke made the follow- 
ing statement as to his program: 

** The Stella Polare will sail along the coast 
of Norway without stopping until the North 
Oape is reached. At Archangel 120: dogs will 
be taken aboard, with Eskimos to look 
after them.

It is believed that the United States will 
make the next diplomatic move in the Chi- / 
nese controversy. "Germany's refusal to 
agree to Russia's proposal to withdraw all 
troops from Pekin was received at the Stats 
department today. It is believed to con- 
vey the fact diplomatically, but none the 
less emphatically, that Germany will keep 
her forces in Pekin even though Russia 
should continue in her purpose to withdraw. 
The next proposal may be made to the 
other powers by President McKinley, and 
as is stated in certain quarters, it will ree- 
ommend the withdrawal of the Ministers 
and legations to Tien Tsin, but will provides 
that the aliles retain troops in Pekin suffi- 
cient to maintain order, protect the native 
Christians, and to assist in the reéstablish- 
ment of a competent Chinese government,

President McKinley was the first t& 
make answer to Li Hung Chang’s peace 
proposal of Aug. 12, and this government 
was the first to reply to Russia's proposition 
and to announce to the world our attitude 
regurding the reéstablishment of a Chinese 
government. 


Believed Russia Will | 

It is believed, therefore, that President Mos 
Kinley, through the State department, will 
address a memorandum to the other powers 
which will embrace a compromise proposi- 
tion that may be*accepted by Russia and 
agreed to by all the other powers. 

it is suggested in some quarters that this 
proposition will contemplate the retention 
of a portion of the allied troops in Pekin 
and the withdrawal of the Ministers to Tien 
Tsin. . Enough troops will be left there te 
‘guard all foreign interests and insure order 
in the city. 

Minister Conger in his messages frequéntly 
has cailed attention to the duty or the neces- 
sity of protecting the native Christians in 
Pekin. It is understood that one. é6f the 
representations made in Germany's answer 
to Russia touches the same subject and 
calls attention to the danger of another 
anti-Christian and anti-foreign outbreak 
should the allied troops be withdrawn afd 
the Chinese again given full sway in Pekin. 
This is used as an argument for continuing 
the occupation of the Chinese capital. 

The Untted States has maintained all 
ralong that proper protection should be af- 
forded these native Christians, and there ig 
reagon to believe that consideration for - 
their safety will have some weight in what- 
ever agreement is reached among the pow~ 
ers. 


In the Interests of Harmony. 

It can be stated that whatever reqome 
mendation or suggestion the United States 
may make next, it will be altogether in the 
line of harmony and for the purpose of se- 
curing concert of action among the powers. 
This purpose leads to the belief that this 
government will recommend the compromise 
suggested above, which contemplates the 
retirement of the Ministers to Tien Tain, 
where negotiations could be conducted and 
the occupation of the Chinese capital by @ 
force sufficiently large to Insure order, but 
not so large as to give any one nation an age 
vantage over another.

After Suffering Many Hardships and 
Losing Three of His Companions the 
Italian Explorer Reaches « Point 
241 Miles from the Pole, Nineteen 
Miles Nearer than Nansen Went—

‘The baggage of the army ‘consisted of | 
about 1,500 packages, each containing twen- 
ty-five kilograms of matter, and formed in 
such a way as to be easily carried on the 
arm or shoulder of a single person. These 
bundles were divided into four categories— 
| food provisions, clothing and equipmen’s, 

scientific instruments and material, “ use- 
ful but hot indispensable” articles. Hach 
division Was distinguished by a different 
color, and each package catalogued by a 
number or letter. According to these pre- 
cautions, in case,of a sudden emergency or 
accident, the most useful and necessary ob- 
jects could be quitkly picked out and saved. 

The packages of food were marked with 
a black band, and contained rice, five differ- 
_ ent qualities of macaroni, preserved chicken, 
‘tinned and dried beef, preserved vegetables, 
biscuits, flour, etc. The Duke carried along 
1,000 bottlee of wine, to be used, however, 
only on festive occasions, as the use of any 
alcoholic beverages was strictly forbidden, 
the usual! drink consisting of melted ice, tea, 
and coffee. 

The 120 dogs were to be supplied with a 
“ pemmican ”’ made of horse meat and flour, 
which rather unappetizing dish might be- 

gome even useful to the human members of: 
the expedition in case of ne@i. Every article 
of food bought for thé voyage was submit- 
ted to a careful taapection as to quantity 
and quality. 

. As to elothing, each member of the crew 
was supplied with a warm outfit, intended 
to be used unt{l winter, and an Eskimo 
equipment for the colder season in the polar 
regions, specially prepared in Norway. The 
|. collection of scientific instruments and ap- 
’ paratus was a large one, and supplied by 
various firms in Italy, France, Austria, and 
Germany. ‘The Collection of “ useful but not 
indispensable’ articles was a varied one, 
consisting, among other things, of games of 
cards, chess, draughts, etc., a phonograph, 
_graphophone, a melodeon, a mechanical 
‘plano with a long and varied répertoire. 
‘pipes, tobacco, cigars, extra clothing, a few 
table delicacies, books, and a camera. 

‘From the day he sailed until yesterday 
news of the Duke of the Abruzzi came but 
once.

Evelyn B. Baldwin, Arctic Explorer, 
Says He Will Try Again Himself 
Next Year. 

New York, Sept. 6.—Evelyn B. Baldwin, 
who has participated in various arctic ex- 
peditions of recent occurrence, commenting 
on the return from the arctic regions of the 
Italian expedition, said: 

“The achievement of the young Duke of 
the Abruzzi in exceeding Dr. Nansen's high- 
est North is a matter of deep interest. It 
proves that a ‘dash’ to the pole is as feasi- 
ble as an effort to reach the long-continued 
‘drift plan’ or by the establishment of re- 
lay stations if well equipped and properly 
conducted, as appears to have been the 
case with the Italian expedition. The young 
Duke has, moreover, clearly demonstrated 
that it does not require ‘a physical giant’ 
to achieve success in the field of explora- 
tion.” 

Upon being asked whether, in the event 
of the failure of the other Peary and Sver- 
drup expeditions to attain the pole he would 
again undertake ven a voyage, Mr. ou 
win replied: 

“Yes. In that event the year 1901 will 
again find me within the arctic circle. My 
plans are being carefully matured, and 
through the generosity of Americans whose 
names are well known in the financial world 
I shall be in a “position ‘to enter the race— 
with the pole merely as a goal. Science and 
art are also to bear no small part in the 
effort.

COWBOYS, AT WAR WITH | 
SHEEPMEN, DRIVE3,000 
SHEEP OVER PRECIPICE. 
Trouble Grows from Dispute Over 
Ranges, There Being an Insufficiency 


of Both Grass and Water—Retaliation 
Threatened and Both Sides Arming. 


Walsenburg, Colo., Sept. 6—Reports from 
Sharpsdale, a small town near Mount Blan- 
co, in southern Colorado, say that the feud 
over the use of the range, which has long ex- 
isted between cattlemen and sheepmen, 
reached a climax this week when the cattle- 
men drove 8,000 sheep over a high precipice. 

The trouble has grown out cf the scarcity 
of water along the water courses, W).ere 
grass still remains, tine sheep had been 
pastured, and after they nad onee passed 
over the ground cattle refiised to eat on it, 
and either died or became pour. 

The -cattlemen rose in revolt and cor- 
ralled about 3,000 sheep. The sheepmen 
protested, but, being unarmed. they could 
do nothing. The sheep were driven down a 
narrow gulch at the fvot, cf which an old 
waterfall had hollowed vut a pit over 200 
feet deep. ' 

Faster and faster down the walled in- 
path the frightened animals ran, urged 
on by the shouts of the cowboys, until the 
leader paused at the brink cf he precipice. 
The press behind him forced him over, and 
the others followed. Some of the last, who 
fell on the bodies of the lirst, were nut killed, 
but the great majority were fearfully 
crushed.

For them a hurry order has been 
placed for the construction of a fleet of ten 
great freighters that will ply from Lake 
Erie ports, via Welland Canal and the Guit 
of St. Lawrence, across the Atlantic. The 
fleet will cost something like $3,500,000. 


Orders for this extensive water transpor-. | 


tation equipment have been divided among 


the Globe, Cleveland, and Detroit shipbuild- | 


ing companies and the work of construction 
has begun at the yards of these companies 
at Lorain, Cleveland, and Detroit. Various 
concérns have placed the orders, among the 
larger ones being the Carnegie and the 
Rockefeller interests.

Commissioner of National Business 
" League Says Americans Need Better

Truax, commissioner of the National Busi- 
ness league ‘to study the trade conditions in 
Europe and the best plans for the extension 
of the trade of thés country in the old world. 
The report was submitted to the Executive 


While the report deals at considerable 
length with the Paris exposition, perhaps 
the most important portion of it is that 
which lays stress on the need of studying 
conditions and trade requirements in foreign 
countries, 
markets, and meeting them. 


Buyers’ Demands Too Little Heeded. 


Regarding this the report says: 

It is well known abroad, if not at home, that 
the average American producer and manufacturer 
knows but little of the demands of foreign trade. 
Because of his lack of ‘knowledge his efforts are 
often misdirected, and failure to obtain or extend 
his trade in this direction results, 

It is far easiier and much less expensive to 
compiy with the requirements of the foreign buyer 


study foreign trade conditions and adapt methods 
to those requirements. The character and quality 
of goods are no more important than are the form. 
and style of packages and methods of packing and 
shipping. 

Office management also is an important factor. 
Americans are everywhere with a lack of 
proper office management. This includes a uni- 
versal complaint made against us that applies to 
no other country, that of deficient postage. 

Conditions are favorable, Mr. Truax says, 
for the extension of the foreign trade of 
the United States. Foreignefs are favorably 
inclined toward American goods, and all 
now needed is for the manufacturers of this 
country to study how to place their goods 
before the possible customers from other 
countries to the best advantage.

Colonel Zygmunt Milkowski, warrior, 
author, and historian, whose mission to this 
country is to obtain subscriptions to the 
Polish national defense fund for the purpose 
of freeing Poland, arrived in the city at 6:35 
o'clock over the Wabash railroad last night. 
‘He came direct from Buffalo and was ac- 
companied by Albert Novak, Vice Censor 
of. the Polish National alliance of that city. 

Colonel Milkowski is 76 years old and his 
entire life has been spent in fighting for 
Poland's liberty. He was active in the 
Polish and Hungarian insurrections of 1848 
and 1868. For this reason he is exiled from 
Ruesia-Poland and lives in Geneva, Switzer- 
land. This is his first visit to the United 
States.

“ veto "” upon it in the other. President Jack- ‘ 


son is standing at the foot of a throne, and 
under his feet is a copy of the constitution 
which has been torn to shreds, together 
with a copy of the bank charter and a 
volume containing the laws affecting the 
judiciary. Above the picture are the words, 
“Born to command.’’ On the right hand 
side the inscription, ‘‘Of veto memory,” 
and on the left, “‘ Had I been consulted.”’ 
Beneath the picture is inscribed, “ King An- 
drew the First, born to command.” The 
remainder of the poster is devoted to an 
attack upon President Jackson, in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“A King who, possessing as much power 
as his gracious brother, William IV., makes 
a worse use of it. . 

** A King who has placed himself above the 
laws, as he has shown by his contempt of 
our Judges. 

“A King who would destroy our cur- 
rency, and substitute old rags, payable by 
no one knows who, and no one knows where, 
instead of good silver dollars. 

“A King to command, as he has shown 
himself by appointing men to office con- 
trary to the will of the people. 

“A King who, while he was feeding his 
favorites out of the public money, denied 
a pittance to the ol4 soldiers who fought 
and bled for our independence.

MAY ORDER STRIKE PODAY 


BOARD AT HAND. 


Decision on the Proposed Walkout in 
the Anthracite Region Must Be An- 
mounced by Monday and Is Expect- 
ed Today—Meeting Secret and Noth- 
ing Given Out for Publication—Ex- 
ceptions Taken to Statements Con- 
tained in Operators’ Ultimatum, 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 6.—[{ Special. ]—The 
Executive board of the United Mine Workers’ 
union will decide probably today whether a 
Strike is to be ordered in the anthracite coal 
region.. If the strike is ordered it is ex- 
pected that at least 100,000 men will ‘be 
thrown out of employment. , 

Under the rules of the union the board 
must pass upon the proposed strike by Mon- 
day. The organization’s constitution re- 
quires the governing body to take final ac- 
tion upon all petitions within ten days of 
date of presentation. The anthracite min- 
ers filed their proposition eight days ago, and 
it is said on authority that a decision will 
be rendered tomorrow. 

All day long telegraphic queries came from 
stock brokers and Eastern sources asking 
for immediate information as to the action 
of the Executive board on the strike propo- 
sition. The nine board members now here 
kept exceedingly close counct! and refused 
all information. 

From.early morning till late this afternoon 
they were closeted with President John 


noon recess Mr. Mitchell announced that the 
board had not taken up the strike matter as 
anticipated and that it probably would go 
over until tomorrow. Late this afternoon 
word came from the star chamber that the 
board might take action before nightfall, 
} but at 6 o'clock adjournment occurred with 
no action. 

The ultimatum coming from the operators’ 
meeting in New York refusing to go into 
conference or grant the demanded increase 
in wages was received with little comment. 
George Purcell of the board took issue with 
the operators’ statements as to the number 
of men that would be affected by the strike. 
He said there were 100,000 anthracite miners, 
of whom 50 per cent are unionized, but that 
* per cent of the total number would go 
out. Ineluding other mine employés af- 
fected, the strike would. throw 148,000 men 
out of employment, he said. 

The sentiment of the board, Mr. Purcell 
said, was to give the operators the limit of 
time to grant the demands and even to ex- 


_tend the time if the operators wished.

| tion of the sole agency plan would largely affect 


it and restrict business. Any such operation of 
the resolution is denied by Clarence 8. Pellet, 
President of the Chicago Underwriters’ associa- 
tion, who was chairman of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions at the Milwaukee convention. He said yes- 
terday: 

“The ‘sole agency,’ as defined by the Milwau- 
kee resolution, would not in any way deprive the 
community of the writing capacity of subsidiary 
organizations. It merely suggests that if the 
privileges of sole agency representation are to be 
enjoyed, all the writings of principal and sub- 
eidiary organizations shall be by one and the 
same nt. 

e Surely it accords with the generally accepted 
idea of sole agency representation. Certainly a 
company writing its own policies through one 
agent and the policies of its auxiliary through a 
second agent, and thereby creating tion 
for its own agent, can lay no claim to credit for 
sole agency representation. 

“Nor is it a question of capital, for then a 
million-dollar company could justly claim repre- 
sentation double that of the half-million company.

King. Charles sold. these baronetcies under 
the pemext that the money was to be used 
for the promotion of Sir William Alexan- 
der’s scheme for the colonization of Nova 
Scotia... It is in connection with these so- 
called -Nova- Scotia baronetcies that a vast 
amount of confusion has arisen. For aii- 
therity seems to haye been conferred by the 
crown upon Sir William Alexander, -subse- 
quently created Earl of Stirling, to sell a 
certain number.of baronetctes on this side 
of the Atlantic. About 200 patents were 
given him in blank for the purpose, he un- 
dértaking to fill in the name of the purchas- 
er. . The vicissitudes of this colonial un- 
dertaking of Lord Stirling were such—Nova 
Scotia soon afterwards falling into the hands 
of the. French—that no record was kept of 
the baronetcies thus sold, all data on the 
subject such as they may have been having 
been lost. The result of this is that thére 
are at the present moment some eighty or 
ninety self-styled Baronets, quartering the 
arms of Nova Scotia, and whose dignity re-. 
poses only upon their own statement and 


assumption. 


«In the case of all baronetcies treated prior 
te. the reign of Queen Victoria there ‘is a4 
clause which provides that the eldest son of 
every Baronet may claini ffom thé sovereign 
the honor of knighthood on attaining his 
twenty-first year.

One of the big locals, 
who has heretofore been on ,the bull side 
with sufficient consistency to Accumulate a 
respectable ‘long line of both wheat and 
corn, unloaded something like half a million 
bushels during the morning. Brosseau, 
Schwartz-Dupee, Patten. and al] the heavier 
traders were on the selling side. Nearly all 
the outside markets were waterlogged, most 
of them from heavy receipts. Kansas City 
had 222,000 bu and St. Louts 106,000 bu. Last 
year’s figures at the latter point was 74 
cars. The three points, Minneapolis, Du- 
luth, and Chicago, had 991 cars, against 
only 745 cars the corresponding day last 
week. Chicago's proportion was 483 cars. 
For four days this made 2,010 cars here, 
1.746 of winter and 264 of spring. A North- 
western authority estimated that receipts at 
Minneapolis-Duluth would average 1,000 
ears on Mondays and 600 cars on other 
days of the week from now to Oct. 15. All 
these conditions, with primary receipts of 
1,187,000 bu, against 1,014,000 bu last week, 
were rather more than the market could 
stand. 
Improvement on Cash Demand. 


The change came at 72%c, when talk of a 
brisk cash demand began to be circulated.
